Interstate Commerce Commission 
Pines Freight on Cattle, Hogs and 
Sheep to California Points.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 6.—Freight 
rates on livestock shipped from Ari- 
ona points to California destinations 
Were established by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission today to be 
effective February 15.

WAR-TAX STAMP PROXIES. 


Commissioner Makes Ruling Which 
is of Mach Benefit to Stockholders 
of Large Corporations. 

The Commissioner of Internal Rev- 
enue hag come to the rescue of a num- 
ber of Los Angeles corporations whose 
stockholders are interested in the 
emergency war tax, by permitting the 
proxy committees of the corporations 
receiving proxies to affix the internal 


revenue stamps. One of the provi- 
sions of the law is that a 10-cent rev- 
enue stamp must be put on every 
stock proxy, and it threatened to play 


the | havoc with the stock control of a num- 


ber of corporations in this city. 

Dach year in preparation for the 
annual meeting of the big corpora- 
tions committees of directors or offi- 
cialis high in the regard of the stock- 
holders are appointed by the manage- 
ment to solicit proxies. In the case 
of well-managed companies many 
stockholders who are only interested 
in the dividend returns of the . 
pany turn over their proxies as 
routine matter to these committees ha 
their use in the annual meeting. 

In this way the directorates of these 
corporations are largely continued. 
With the imposition of the 10 cent 
proxy stamp tax it was found that 
the average K when he ‘net 
with any difficulty in getting the 
stamps would not go to the trouble 
of buying and affixing the stamp or 
would fail to send the proxy. 

In cases where the stockholders 
lived abroad it would be impossible 
for them to buy the stamps, and the 
result would be that such stockholders 
would be deprived of their voting 
power. 

It is asserted that if the Treasury 
Department had not decided to act 
in a broad way that it would have 
been almost impossible for any big 
corporation to have got the stamped 


hands of the energetic but small mi- 
nority with properly-stamped proxies.

SEEK TO STOP 


Injunction Suit is Started 
A gainst Instrument.

Copies Secretly Whisked to 
Capital for O. X. 


Anti Very Busy to Block 
Unexpected Move. 


[LOCAL CORRESPONDENCE. } 

LONG BEACH, Jan. 6.—Pitched 
fighting for and against the newly- 
adopted city charter started with a 
rush today. Two copies of the in- 
strument were secretly whisked away 
to Sacramento last night for certifica- 
tion. The antis came back today 
with the filing of a suit for injunction 
in the Superior Court, and the secur- 
ing of a temporary restraining order. 
Tremendous interest attaches to the 
battle. 

The temporary injunction restrains 
City Clerk Riley, who scooted to Sac- 
ramento with + documents, from 
delivering them to the Legislature. 
It was secured by Attorney F. A. 
Knight, acting for the opponents of 
the instrument. Suit was filed in the 
name of Scott W. Alexander. 

On the showing that a referendum 
petition to send the new charter back 
to the people has been numerously 
signed, Judge Thomas, a visiting 
jurist in the Superior Court, granted 
a temporary injunction, returnable 
Monday, when argument for a per- 
manent restraint will be heard. At- 
torney 8. G. Long, for the city, who 
tonight wired Mr. Riley not to resist 
the court order, but to send back the 
original draft of the charter, is gird- 
ing up his loins to have the charter 
validated by the Legislature. 

The proposed new charter, which is 
probably the most unusual ever 
drafted in the State, provides for a 
commission form of government with 
a city manager at its head. The city 
manager shall not be subject to re- 
call. It specifies that no one shall 
be a candidate for city office who h 
not lived here continuously for fo 
years. It is said, also, that it permits 
hotel keepers to serve liquor in their 
places, although its liquor provisions 
are otherwise drastically prohibitory. 
Although less than one-eighth the 


at the election on the charter, Octo- 
ber 15, much opposition to it devel- 
oped when it carried by eighty votes 
majority. As one of the opponents 
of the instrument put it, “Who would 
have thought it would carry?”
